Thanks  for  the  quick  response.  This  is  the  part  of  the  process  where 
you,  as  required  by  CPRA,  assist  me  in  making  a  focused  request  which 
will  allow  you  to  locate  responsive  records . 

As  you're  probably  aware,  the  invoices  which  the  BID  received  from 
Devine  Strategies  refer  to  an  "agreement."  Payments  are  made  in 
accordance  with  this  agreement  as  well  as  addendums  to  the  agreement.
